The Killing of Cassin. 

The offense for which Porter Stocks is 
mow serving a term in the penitentiary is 
‘well remembered in Atlanta. In May, 18?2, 
he shot Alph Cassin at Redd's stable, on 
Loyd street. 

Stocks and Cassin were friends. There 
Was quite a disparity in their years, but 
for a long time they had been associated. 
One afternoon they went for a Jrive and 
got into a dispute, it seems. When they 
returned to the stable Stocks left Cassin, 
and going up town borrowed a pistol from 
Ed Holland. He returned to the stable, 
and meeting Cassin in the office, the shoot- 
ing occurred. Just how it was done was a 
matter of contention at the trial. Porter 
Stocks claimed that it was done in self-de- 
fense—that if he had not shot Cassin that 
Cassin would have killed him. Others said 
Stocks shot him without excuse. 

On the first trial Stocks was found guilty 
and sentenced to be hanged. He secured a 
new trial. At the new trial he was found 
guilty in a lower degree and given five 
years. He had but one and a half years to 
Serve. 

Stocks Once a Social Favorite. 

Ten years ago there was not a better 
known, more popular or more promising 
young man in the city than Porter Stocks. 

Socially, as well as in business, he was a 
great favorite, and was among the young 
men of the city whose name was seen in 
relation to all social events. He was qui- 
et, unobtrusive and was looked upon as cne 
of the coming young business men of the 
ity. 

Just about the time he attained his ma- 
Jority he was united in marriage to Miss 
Annie Louise Rice, daughter of Mr. Zach 
Rice, who was a member of the general 
council, and one of Atlanta's most suc- 
cessful and wealthy men. Mr. Rice had 
retired from active business life and was 
very much attached to Stocks before the 
marriage came off. The wedding was one 
of the social events of the year, and when 
it came off the Marietta street church was 
thronged with the friends of the young 
bride and groom and many were the good 
Wishes that followed them as they left the 
church for the union depot for a long wed- 
ding trip. With the brightest prospects 
imaginable the young couple started out in 
life, and when a year or more later a 
daughter was born to them, both were 
mgain the recipients of the warmest and 
most hearty congratulations that could be 
given. Bright, indeed, was the world then, 
for Porter Stocks. 

But within five years after his marriage 
Porter Stocks had become confirmed in the 
habit of drink. It was not long until it 
Was known that he and his wife were not. 
happily mated. The friends of both, how- 
ever, laid the blame to Stocks and his 
drinking habits, and when Stocks made the 
charges he @id on his last trial every ons 
was thunderstruck. No one would believe 
the story and many there were who con- 
demned him for what he had said. After 
he was convicted and sentenced the divorce 
suit came up and on the trial none of the 
ugly evidence was brought out.

AFTERMATH OF THE CONVENTION 


All Were Pleased with the Great Gatter- 
ing of the People—Delegates 
in Atlanta. . 


Griffin, Ga., July 19.—(Special.)—The last 
party of delegates returned home this morn- 
ing and the most notable convention that 
has ever been held in this city is now @ 
thing of the past. 

Many of the delegates remained over in 
the city last night and the time was spent 
in discussing the meeting of yesterday. The 
interest that the friends of silver have 
manifested is not on the wane by any 
means, and though all of the delegates have 
departed, silver is the talk of the town. 

Griffin has been stirred from center to 
circumference and Senator Morgan has been 
the toast of the town. His speech yester 
day has left a lasting impression on our 
people, and many who have been inclined 
to oppose the free and unlimited coinage of 
silver have been converted to the ranks of 
the white metal advocates. The conven- 
tion has been the great question today in 
which all have been interested, und on the 
street corners, in the stores and the banks 
groups of politicians have been engaged in 
earnest conversation. 

When the invitations were first issued by 
the Spalding Bimetallic League calling a 
convention it was thought that Griffin could 
net possibly entertain the crowds ‘that 
would come, and for this reason there was 
much hesitation on the part of rhose who 
had been desirous to have the silverites 
gather in mass meeting. This question 
was an important one, and set everybody to 
thinking how‘ they would accommodate all 
who should attend. It was finally de ided 
to make the move, and it was by no means 
certain that we could make arrangements 
for more than 2,500 delegates. But on yes- 
terday, when 6,000 delegates instead of the 
expected 2,500, swooped down upon the 
town Griffin was equal to the emergency 
and all who came were received with cpen 
doors. 

Many plens had been arranged and vari- 
ous schemes devised for the entertainment 
of the crowd, and it was a happy arrange- 
ment that was finally made. The hotels 
were crowded to their utmost before one- 
tenth of the delegates arrived, and the 
committee on arrangements, appointed 
from the league, soon discovered that some- 
thing mu be done. Then it was that a 
happy idea occurred to the committeemen. 
They decided to secure the aid of the la- 
dies, and when their plan was made known 
it was heartily approved of by them. The 
various church committees were informed 
of the plan and many booths were at once 
constructed. 

These booths were placed in the shady 
groves adjacent to the speakers’ stand and 
most delightful refreshments were served 
to the visitors. These lunches were pre- 
pared by the ladies, who personally sttend- 
ed to the work. When the delegates de- 
parted last night and the cash was ccunted 
it was found ‘that quite a neat sum had 
been realized. These booths were a great 
deal of advantage to the league cummittee, 
and many hundreds of the hungry silvcrites 
had their appetites satisfied by the refresh- 
ments that were obtained at those stands. 

When the speaking was conciuded the 
crowd made a break for the refreshment 
stands, and senators elbowed farmers and 


congressmen eagerly pushed their way 


through the dense ranks in order tu reach 


the tables. It was a wild sush, and the 
first to reach the counters were the rst to 
be served. Baptist silverites eat ut the ta- 
bles conducted by Methodist ladies and all 
denominational preferences were aban- 
doned. 

Every preparation had been meade for the 
coming of the delegates, and when the 
crowds arrived the trains were mot by a 
committee from the league and the visitors 
were either carried to the hotels or to rri- 
vate residences. All of the people of Griffin 
kept open house and as many as twenty 
delegates were entertained at one home. 

Griffin’s hospitality has been well estab- 
lished and all who were present went away 
thoroughly satisfied. Not a complaint has 
been made and none were neglect:d. Ev- 
erything was propitious and the league has 
every reason to be congratulated upon the 
success of the convention and the excellent 
manner in which the crowds were enter- 
tained. It was just Griffin’s way of doing 
things. 

One of the most notable circumstances 
connected with the convention is the fact 
that the barrooms were almost entirely 
neglected and forgotten and the visitors 
failed to patronize the dispensers of beers 
and beverages. It was not because Lhe vis- 
itors were not thirsty, for they flocked by 
the hundreds to the soda founts and lem- 


onade stands, while ice water was at a 


premium all day. It was, indeed, a sober 
crowd and one of the most orderly that has 
ever assembled here. Only one arrest 
was made during the day, and that was 


when a little negro attempted to steal a 


ride on the train. No accidents: cf any 
character occurred and the day passed off 
exceedingly well. 

President Hunt and Secretary Glessner, 
of the Spalding Bimetallic League, have 
been congratulated at every turn they made 
today. Their work in securing the con- 
vention has been greatly appreciated and 
the silverites have not been slow to make 
this fact known. They have been the cen- 
ter of 4 large crowd of admirers, and 
though the convention has been adjourned 
and all of the delegates are now at home, 
the interest is still at fever heat. The sil- 
verites of Spalding county are determined 
to see the white metal coined at the ratio 
of 16 to 1, and are actively at work in that 
direction. The best people of the county 
are members of the league and new names 
ar being added daily to the already long 
list. The free and unlimited coinage of sil- 
ver has friends in this county who will re- 
maln loyal and faithful to the cause, and 
the convention of yesterday was the direct 
result of the efforts of the Spalding county 
league.

“The week’s news is not entirely en- 
couraging, but is all the more natural 
because there are signs of midsummer 
dullness. Wheat prospects are not quite 
so good as last week, but still there are 
lower prices, as corn and cotton have been 
lowered. The exports of gold and the less 
favorable treasury returns for July are 
not unexpected and mean nothing as to 
coming business. There is perceptiblé 
decrease in the demand for most manu- 
factured products and the actual dis@i- 
pution to consumers naturally lessens in 
midsummer. 

“There are still numerous advances in 
wages, but strikes grow more numerous 
and important. 

“Money is still abundant, and while there 
is much more activity in commercial loans, 
it is not what would appear if all indus- 
tries were fully prepared. The volume 
of exchange continues nearly as large ag 
in 1892, because of the delay in spring op- 
erations, and though rapidly shrinking 
to summer proportions, is 27 per cent 
larger than last year. 

The future turns on crops, and the mar- 
kets reflect a prevailing belief that the 
crops are to be fair. Stocks carried over 
are such that a yield of 7,000,000 bales of 
cotton and 420,000,000 bushels of wheat would 
meet all needs, but lower prices prophesy 
larger yields, and of corn, probably, the 
largest on record, 

Western receipts of wheat, not half 
of last year’s, express a disappointment at 
prices, while exports for the week, about 
a quarter of last year’s, show that foreign 
dealers are ‘not regarding the situation 
with anxiety. Nor do British dcéopnts 
indicate any anxiety about cotton, while 


efforts are reported dy some Ameriqan 
mills to sell part of the large stocks taken | 


some months ago, apparently excéeding 
their needs for the year: If unfavorable 
to some speculators, these are cheering in- 
dications, for it is better to have ‘fair 
crops than to get higher prices for what 
remains.

A few 
quarters have advanced—gray forge and 
eastern bar—while bess@mer pig is a shade 
weaker at Pittsburg, the average of all 
prices is 1 per cent higher for the week 
and 28.3 per cent higher than February Ist. 

“Cotton mills continue to enjoy a large 
business and several have advanced wages 
this week, but some strikes of considerable 
importance are threatened or in progress. 
The Weakness of the material does not yet 
affect prices of goods, New business in 
boots and shoes is limited. 

“Foreign. trade continues unfavorable, 
with a decreasc of 10 per cent in exports 
this month and an increase of 28 per cent 
in imports. 

“Failures in eleven days of July show 
Nabilities of $3,503,982 ‘this year against 
$2,630,306 last year. Failures for the week 
have been 256 in the United States, against 
236 last year, and 39 in Canada, against 44 
last year.“

If a southern newspaper pro- 
poses to sell its columns it ought to stand 
out for a profit, but there can be no 
profit in simply printing a supplement 
issued in the interest of Wall street. 
There are hundreds of patent medicine 
firms in the country who would be wil- 
ling to furnish newspapers with two- 
page supplements, one page to be de- 
voted to miscellaneous matter of doubt- 
ful interest, and the other to an adver- 
tisement of their nostrums. They would 
not only furnish these supplements free, 
but they would pay a little extra besides. 


This seems to be more than the Wall 


Street Reform Club is doing, but it is 
not more than it ought to do, for if we 
read the signs aright, the “sound cur- 
rency” crowd, profiting by the sugges- 
tions of The New York Financial Chron- 
icle, have gone down into their pockets 
for the purpose of raising an immense 
corruption fund. It is true that this 
kind is to be used for the purpose of 
buying and influencing voters, but it 
seems to us that the shylocks ought to 
be willing to contribute a small sum to 
the support of editors who are compelled 
to depend on the Wall Street Reform 
Club for reading matter.

New York, July 19.—The stock market

The water that is being used is all filtered 
and no rain or storm water can possibly 
find its way into the lake.

Mr. Alex W. Smith, chief of the public 
comfort department, read a communication 
from Messrs. Mallard, Stacy & Co., with 
whom he had Gosed a contract for a hotel 
of 180 rooms, stating that they had secured 
a site on Peachtree street on the lot known 
as the John B. Peck, or Kingsberry, lot. The 
committee, on motion of Mr. Smith, adopted 
a resolition, requesting the city council to 
grant the necessary license for a cafe and 
buffet connected with the hotel. 

The committee on privileges and conces- 
sions of the Cotton States and International 
exposition reported T proposition from Mr. 
T. J. Kelly, of The Atlanta Constitution, 
to erect & building for newspaper exhibi- 
tors, to accommodate the large number of 
newspapers throughout the United States 
who would come in and comply with the 
conditions. The building is to te a very 
handsome Affair, and the exhibits to be 
placed in very handsome style. It is pro- 
posed to make the exhibit a very hand- 
some representation of the American press, 
including newspapers, magazines and trade 
journals. 

The committee on concessions recom- 
mended that the propusition be accepted 
and the recommendation was unanimously 
adopted by the executive committee.

poses Bull Fighting. 
HE MAY ENJOIN PRESIDENT COLLIER. 


But the Horns of the Bulis Will Be Padded 
and No Horses Will Be Killed 
in the Fight. 


It is very probable that President Collier, 
of the expesition company, will be served 
with a notice this morning that the bull 
fights that are scheduled to take place in 
the Mexican village this fall must be in- 
definitely postponed, and, in fact, entirely 
suppressed. , 

This notice of injunction will de signed 
by William Hosea Ballou, vice president 
of the American Humane Society, wiose 
headquarters are located in New Tork. Mr. 
Ballou is also a poet and novelist. Though 
Mr. Ballou has been informed that the 
horns of the bulls will be padded and that 
the matadores will be armed with wooden 
sticks, he does not change his inind and al- 
leges that he will stitute legal proceed- 
ings, and failing in this will pave cll par- 
ties arrested and criminally prosecuted. 

Inis proposed action on the part of Mr. 
Ballou has attracted some attention and @ 
great many smiles. President Collier said 
yesterday that Mr. Ballou certainly did not 
know the character of the fights that were 
to take place, and that instead of any bru- 
tality being indulged in, he was afraid that 
the people who came to see the fignts might 
be disappointed, as no bulls or horses would 
be killed, and only the manner of the fights 
would be shown. 

The bulls will have padded horns and 
the matadores will be armed with wooden 
poles, so you see that there will be no 
blood shed whatever. I would not have 
granted the privilege to Mr. Porteus, who 
is the owner of the Mexican Village, nad it 
been A bloody spectacle. No horses will be 
killed and the bulls will only have a ticnic. 
It will be given simply to show the man- 
ner in which the fights are conducted, and 
will be entirely humane and inoffensive to 
those whe have the strictest views in the 
matter.“ 

Mr. Ballou is at present in New Tork, 
but it is probable that he will pay Atlanta 
a visit a little later on and see what he 
can accomplish towards putting an end to 
the proposed fights. As yet the Atlarta 
Humane Sociefy has taken no action in the 
matter, and it is possible that they will not 
interfere, as the character of the fighting 
has been considered not cruel in any par- 
ticular. 

“I don’t care how well padded the horns 
of the bulls will be,“ said a prominent at- 


torney yesterday who has always been a 


strong advocate for the prevention of cru- 
elty to animals, and the matadores may 
have toothpicks, for that matter, but it w'll 
be cruel to turn a ferocious bull into a pea 
with horses. It is wrong and the very 
principle is wrong. The bulls will undoubt- 
edly injure the horses, and then the mata- 
dores will be in constant danger of losing 
their lives. I am certain that the fights 
will be Miegal, and do not believe that they 
can come off in Atlanta. Section 4612 of the 
code of 1882 of the state expressly forbids 
these fights, and I am sure that any at- 
tempt on the part of the promoters of the 
fight to have them occur will end in crim 
nal punishment.”’ 

Mr. J. P. Porteous, the president of the 
Mexican village department, says that he 
has nothing to fear and does not believe 
that any one will object to seeing the 
fights. Nothing will be brutal and-no blood 
will be shed. 
a number of times in cities of the United 
States and never has a single complaint 
been made. 

Speaking of the proposed fights, he sail: 

“It is our intention of putting on oull 
fights in a plaza erected in our ihclosure 
and to produce them in g proper manner. 
We will bring a noted troup of bull fight- 
ers with us and will also bring our_own 
trained horses and everything complete. 

“The bulls will be of the finest fighting 
stock that are produced in this country, 
and are procured at a cost of $250. Don't 
imagine that we will give the horrible spec- 
tacle usually seen at prize fights of this 
kind when presented in Spanish countries, 
for it is not our intention to injure in any 
manner either the bulls or the horses, al- 
though we will have everything complete 
as at a regular bull fight and will present 
all of the scientific and interesting parts 
without anything objectionablé. When the 
bugle call is ordered by the judge the at- 
tendant will enter upon a magnificently 
caparisoned horse and will ride across the 
ring to secure the consent of the judge for 
the troupe to enter. He will then iead in 
the troup, who will be elegantly costumed 
in gay colors. The troup will salute both 
sides of the arena and then take their 
places, when the bulls with padded.horns 
are turned into the inclosure. 

The horses of the picadores will be cov- 
ered with strong leather shields, splendid- 
ly decorated, and as the horns of the bulls 
will be padded no possible harm can be 
done. I am as much opposed to cruelty to 
animals as any one and would not give a 
bloody spectacle for any consideration .”’

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Solicitor Hill's Assistant Declares There 
Can Be No More Trials for Lunacy. 


CARR'S CONDITION STILL UNCHANGED 


Mr. Jobn Monagtan Bases His Statement 
on Section 4668 of the Code—Mr. 
Reuben Arnold Has a Word. 


It is a question whether the attorneys for 
Alex Carr can secure another trial for 
him on a writ of lunacy after he is sen- 
tenced again by Judge Richard Clark. 

Mr. Reuben Arnold stated yesterday that 
he was of the opinion that another writ of 
lunacy could legally be taken out u ler 
Carr was sentenced. He also said that 
there were but two avenues left for them— 
one the writ of lunacy and the other aj'pli- 
cation to the governor. 

Mr. John Monaghan, 
solicitor, stated that he 
quoted in The Constitution and said that 
section 4668 covered the question in its 
entirety and gave the judge the right to 
sentence Carr during vacation and cut off 
the right for another lunacy trial. 

In the meantime, having received his ver- 
dict of sane without the exhibition of the 
slightest emotion, Carr is still apparently 
in the same stupor which has characterized 
him heretofore. The jailers state that there 
is no.visible change in anything he does 
and that he lies all day in very much the 
same position. 

There is a change in Carr's personal ap- 
pearance, however. He does not look s0 
wild and uncouth as he did during the trial. 
A Constitution reporter went into his cell 
yesterday afternoon and spoke to him but 
received no response, Carr kept his eyes 
closed but there was a quivering of the lids 
that made it appear that he was not entire- 
ly asleep. 

It was thought by some that Carr, if 
feigning, would break down, as Osburn is 
said to have done, and confess to some 
minister or some friend that he was not 
insane but simply acting. If he is sane, he 
has probably been assured by his attorneys 
that there is yet hope and is therefore con- 
fident: if he is insane, he did not under- 
stand the situation, But doctors disagree- 
ing, it is impossible for laymen to take any 
stand but one full of surmise and supposi- 
tion. 

A Talk with Mr. Reuben Arnold. 

„I believe that under section 4666 of the 
code we can get a new trial for lunacy for 
Carr. He is undoubtedly crazy. If it is 
finally decided that he shall be hanged, he 
will go to the gallows just as he is and the 
peope of Atlanta and of Fulton and of the 
state will be disgusted’’. 

The section referred to by Mr. Arnold 
reads as follows, the stress being placed 
upon the words following if“ to the com- 
ma: 

“Section 6666—Become insane after con- 
viction—If, after any convict shall have 
been sentenced to the punishment of death, 
he shall become insane, the sheriff of the 
county, with concurrence and assistance 
of the ordinary thereof, shall summon a 
jury of twelve men to inquire into such 
insanity, and if it be found by the inquiéi- 
tion of such jury, that such convict is in- 
sane, the sheriff shall suspend the execu- 
tion of such convict and make report of 
the said inquisition and suspension of exe- 
cution to the presiding judge of the district, 
who shall cause the same to be entered on 
the minutes of the superior court of the 
county, where the conviciton was had.“ 

The remainder of the section refers to 
the recovery of the convict and the steps 
to be taken. 

What Mr. John Monaghan Says. 


I do not think that the claims of Carr’s 
attorneys and his friends will hoid good. 
There is a section of the code which ap- 
plies in such cases and covers the ground 
fully, eVen as to the sentencing during va. 
cation. 

“IT do not know when Carr will be sen- 
tenced, but I feel sure that a writ of lunacy 
will have no force.“ 

The section of the code referred to by 
Mr. Monaghan is 4668 and reads as follows: 

“If execution is not done at appointed 
time—Whenever, for any reason, any con- 
vict sentenced to punishment by death 
shall not have been executed pursuant to 
such sentence, and the same shall stand in 
full force, the presiding judge of the su- 
perior court where the conviction was had, 
on the application of the attorney or the 
solicitor general of the district, or other 
person prosecuting for the state, shall issue 
a habeas corpus to bring such convict be- 
fore him, or if such convict be at large, 
said judge or any judicial officer of this 
State may issue a warrant for his appre- 
hension. And upon said convict being 
brought before the said judge, either by 
habeas corpus or under such warrant, shall 
proceed to inquire into the facts and cir- 
cumstances of the case, and if no legal 
reason exists against the execution 
of such sentence such mn en sign and 
issue a warrant to the sheriff of the proper 
county, commanding him to do execution 
of such sentence at such time and place as 
shall be appointed therein, which the said 
sheriff shall do accordingly. And the judge 
shall cause the proceedings in such case to 
be entered on the minutes of the superior 
court of the county.

Mr. “Cianciola Held To Answer for 
Passing Spurious Money. 

A. Cianciola, a Greek fruit dealer, got 
himself into the clutches of the United 
States law by attempting to pass a counter- 
feit silver dollar yesterday afternoon. 

The Greek runs a fruit stand on the 
corner of Marietta and Broad streets and 
resides in the western part of the city. 
Yesterday afternoon he went to a grocery 
store on Peters street and purchased a lot 
of provisions, paying for the goods in sil- 
ver money, among which was a counterfeit 
silver dollar. The groceryman detected the 
Spurious coin and declined to take it, of 
course. The Greek then offered to pay 
for the goods when they arrived at his 
house. The provisions were sent to the 
Greek’s residence in a delivery wagon and 
when they were delivered Cianciola again 
attempted to get rid of the bad money 
handing it to the deliveryman. The latter 
took the money back to the store and the 
proprietor called the officers and had the 
Greek arrested. 

The Greek was carried to the station 
house last night and was examined by 
United States Inspector Forsyth there. 
He strongly protested innocence of the in- 
tent to commit any crime. stating that he 
got the money from a negro and did not 
know that it was not good money. He 
could speak English only in broken terms 

It is believed that there is a negro in 
the city who only recently got out of jail 
who is making spurious money and having 
it distributed by the Greeks. It is said that 
the negro formerly had a connection with 
the Chisholms and is an expert in making 
spurious coin. He is being looked for by 
the officers and will probably be arrested 
today. 

The Greek will be carried before Commis- 
sioner Broyles this morning for examina- 
tion. He was arrested by Sergeant Ball 


and Patrolmen Hollingsworth and T. P 
Taylor.

A DISTINGUISHED VISITOR. 


Dr. J. P. Smith, of the Leland Stan- 
ford, Jr., University, Is Here. 

Dr. J. Perrin Smith, of California, is in 
the city visiting his friends, Megsrs. James 
and Manning Austin. While quite a young 
man, Dr. Smith is one of the ablest and 
most distinguished scientists in the United 
States. He is a Ph. D. of the University 
of Goettingen, and now occupies the chair 
of paleontology in the Leland Stanford, 
Jr., university at Palo Alto, Cal. 

Dr. Smith says that the story recently 
publisted that Mrs. Stanford was going 
to Europe to sell her jewels to raise funds 
for the university on account of the gov- 
ernment’s suit against the Stanford estate 
is newspaper talk. The university, he says, 
has ample funds and is in splendid shape, 
and has not been hampered by this litiga- 
tion. In fact, the case has already been 
decided on demurrer by Judge Ross, of 
the United States circuit court, adversely 
to the government, The suit, which was 
instituted by the government to recover 
$15,000,000 from the Stanford estate, grew 
out of Senator Stanford’s connection 
with the Union Pacific railway. Senator 
Stanford, together with Huntington, 
Crocker & Hopkins, were stockholders in 
the Union Pacific. The road became bank- 
rupt and the present litigation is seeking 
to make the Stanford estate responsible 
for the entire indebtedness of the railway 
corporation. Under the decision of Judge 
Ross the estate was held liable only to 
the extent of the stock held by Senator 
Stanford. 

The government has given notice of ap- 
peal to the United States supreme court, 
but the friends of the university feel confi- 
dent that Judge Ross’s decision will be 
affirmed and that the government will fail 
to substantiate its claim. ’ 

Dr. Smith belongs to a prominent South 
Carolina family and is a brother of Charles 
Foster Smith, the eminent American Greek 
scholar, of the University of Wisconsin.

The Broad Street Bridge Is Past. 
Disappearing, 


THE LARGE IRONS FOR THE NEW ONE 


Have Reached the City and Are Being 
Unloaded on tbe Street ‘ 
Near By. 


The old Broad street bridge is rapidly 
disappearing, and within the next few days 
there will be very little of the old structure 
over which so many people have passed dur- 
ing the last thirty years, 

Both sidewalks of the old bridge have 
been torn away, and now the pedestrians 
who go over the bridge walk on the drive- 
ways, and look at the work that is going on. 

The Edgemore Bridge Company is one of 
the best companies of bridge builders in the 
country, and when the Broad street bridge 
was undertaken, the company desiring to 
add to its reputation, put its best men in 
charge of the work, The foreman, Mr. 
Webb, has been with the company a long 
time, and is known as one of the best. bridge 
builders in the country. 

All of the irons supporting the sidewalks 
of the bridge on either side, and nearly all 
of the irons supporting the driveway have 
been taken away, and yet the bridge has not 
been closed to either vehicles, pe- 
destrians or street cars. The  road- 
way of the bridge is held up by tim- 
bers, which have been placed in the posi- 
tion of the irons, and resting places are 
being made for the new irons of the bridge. 
Just now there are few irons under the old 
bridge. All, or nearly all, of. the material 
for the new bridge has reached the city, and 
the heavy iron and steel work is being 
placed along the bridge, so that the pieces 
will be handy when they are needed. One of 
the most interesting features of the de- 


“@truction of the old bridge was the tearing 


down of the overhead work. The irons com- 
posing the trusses, or top part of the 
bridge were put there to stay, and the work- 
men who are now tearing away that part of 
the structure are finding that out. As piece 
after piece of the iron is removed it becomes 
more and more apparent that it was good, 
honest work that was being done when that 
bridge was put up, and that the city’s en- 
gineer was watching the interest of the 
city closely, 

In removing the old bridge and construct- 
ing the new one, Superintendent or Foreman 
Webb has a large engine planted on the 
north side of the divide, which can be 
brought into use when it becomes necessary 
to place the heavy timbers or irons. The 
moving of these will begin within the next 
two or three days, and as they are drag- 
ged from the ground to the places where 
they will rest the strength of the machinery 
used in bridge building will be shown. Some 
of the heavy irons were yesterday moved 
from the car on which they rode to At- 
lanta, and are now placed on Broad street 
on the south of the bridge, to await the part 
they will play in the new structure, which 
will yet be new twenty-five years from now. 
It will take three or four days to re- 
move the top part of the old bridge, and 
until that is done there will be little work 
to show for the new bridge. Yet the founda- 
tion work will be goimg on all the time. 

The contract the Edgemore Bridge Compa- 
ny made with the city of Atlanta calls for 
the completion of the new bridge by the 
first of September. That is now forty days 
off, and it will keep the ccatractors hust- 
ling to do the work, but the indications are 
that the work will be completed at the time 
specified. All of the bridge was completed 
before it left the foundry, and the only 
thing that now remains for the contractors 
to do is to teaf down the old bridge and to 
put up the new one. But the material to 
be used in the new bridge is so heavy that 
it will require a long time to place the 
beams and to open the bridge for travel. 
Early next week one side of the bridge will 


‘be closed to all kinds of travel, so that the 


workmen can have free access to the ace, 
while the other will be open. It will then 
be changed after one side is finished, so 
that the other side may be built. 


NOT A CANDIDATE. 


Judge Jenkins Writes That He Is 
Not a Candidate for Congress. 
Te following communication from Hon. 
W. F. Jenkins, of Putnam county, explains 
itself. Judge Jenkins is one of the most 
prominent men in middle Georgia and serv- 
ed six years with great ability as judge of 
the Ocmulgee circuit. As will be seen he 
says he is not in the race for congress, 
but he is an earnest believer in the re- 
monetization of silver. He was one of 
the delegates to the Griffin convention and 
was prevented from attendance by the 
failure of the Eatonton train to make con-

understood. I am not a candidate and 
have no expectation of becoming one. This 
I have stated uniformly and without quali- 
fication to my friends. As a citizen, how-~- 
eVer, I feel a deep and earnest interest 
in the important financial question before 
the people and it is true, as stated by your 
correspondent, that I favor the independent. 
unlimited coinage of both silver and gold 
at a ratio of 16 to 1.

ol Disorderly Conduct. 
THE COURT SAYS KISSING IS LAWFUL 


Acting Recorder Welch Sets an Important 
Precedent in Deciding That Man and 
Wife Mey Kiss When They Please. 


It has been established as a legal prin- 
ciple that a man can kiss his wife on the 
street with impunity, 
law, or without interfering with ‘public 
peace and good order. And he may not 
only kiss his wife, but he may hug her to 
his heart’s content. 

The principle of law giving affectionately 
disposed husbands that right and priv‘lege 
was exemplified in the police court yester- 
day afternoon. Mr. M. M. Welch, council- 
man from the second ward, was presiding. 
The court established that there was not 
anything particularly harsmful in a man 
kissing his wife on the street, although 
the coum did not consider it in keeping 
with good etiquette. 

Their Love Brilliantly Displayed. 


the case of Ezekiel Martin, a United States 
soldier of Fort McPherson, who was ar- 
rested by Patrolman Phillips on a charge 
of disorderly conduct, the particulars of 
which were that Martin and his wife en- 
gaged in a series of pyrotechnic displays 
of love and aeffction on the lively thorough- 
fare of Peters street. The couple, accord- 
ing to Officer Phillips, created a great deal 
of consternation and indignation in the 
minds of all law-abiding citizens in the vi- 
cinity of Peters and Fair streets, where 
the display of love between man and wife 
is said to have occurred. After hearing the 
evidence in the case the court dismissed it 
with the opinion. stated. 
Going to Her Grandma's. 


It seems that ‘Martin and his wife met 
on West Peters street Thursday afternoon, 
and upon sight fell into each other’s arms 
and wept tears of joy and sorrow, the 
cause of which seems to have been that 
the wife was about to go on a visit to her 
grandmother for a stay of some time— 
at least, that was the reason given by Mar- 
tin for the conduct of himself and wife. 
Martin said that he met his wife on Pe- 
ters street, and as she was then going 
away to visit her grandmother, he kissed 
her, not thinking it was against any law 
for a man to kiss his wife. The evidence 
in the case showed that he did more than 
kiss hie wife, however. Two young men’ 
testified that Martin warmly embraced his 
wife on divers sections of Peters street for 
a distance of several blocks, and that the 
performance created disturbance and dis- 
order in the locality of Peters and Fafr 
streets, so sensational. did it become. The 
couple fairly reveled in the performance of 
bidding each other a long fareweil, the fes- 
tivities being prolonged for such a length 
of time that a policeman arrived on the 
scene and arrested the affectionate hus- 
band, complaint having been made to him 
by W. F. Westley, a storekeeper, and oth- 
ers, of the conduct of the man and wo- 
man. 

Made a Right Smart Fuss. 


Officer Phillips said that it had been re- 
ported to him that the man and woman had 
been hugg:ng and kissing each other in a 
store, and that they were made to get out 
by the proprietor, who said that he didn’t 
Want any such conduct at his place of 
business. On the complaint he arrested 
Martin and sent him to the station house, 
where he was released on collateral until 
yesterday afternoon. 

After hearing the evidence the court sald 
that the disorderly conduct charged had 
not exactly been established in hig mind, 
the court not being able to see anything 
particularly harmful in a man kissing his 
wife on the street, or elsewhere, although 
it might not be exactly Peachtree eti- 
quette.“ The court didn’t think there was 
anything disorderly or immoral in a man 
kissing and hugging his wife, and he dis- 
missed the case. 

, Left Hand in Hand. 

Martin and his happy consort left the 
courtroom beaming with suitisfaction and 
a picture of mar tal feli#ity on their faces. 
The woman occupied a seat in the rear of 
the. courtroom during the trial, and was 
an interested spectator. When last seen 
they were going up Decatur street hand in 
hand, congratulating each other on having 
been the means of establishing a princtple 
of law that may be hailed with delight 
and joy by every affectionately disposed 
husband and wife in the country. The val- 
iant soldier probably returned to his place 
in the ranks at the fort, while his devoted 
wife went to her gnandmother’s without 
further hindrance,
